The  Vizier  answered,  that  the  sci¬ 
mitar  was  only  of  an  agreeable  coolness.  “  Now 
shake  your  head,”  said  the  Sultan.  The  Vizier  did 
as  he  was  bade,  and  his  head  rolled  off,  having 
been  unconsrioualy  severed.  If  such  operations 
must  be  performed,  this  is  the  model  of  the  hu¬ 
mane  mode  of  executing  them,  in  the  worst  view 
of  the  case.  Whether  the  change  be  one  of  pain  or 
one  for  the  better,  the  argument  is  equally  good 
against  postponeincut.  To  let  the  agriculturists 
frighten  themselves  nut  of  their  wits  for  three  years 
is  a  cnielty  not  to  be  countenanced.  The  post¬ 
ponement  implies  what  is  inconsistent  with  the 
argnmeut,  that  the  withdrawal  of  protection  is  an 
evil  to  the  class  concerned.  Some  interests  in  po- 
cu’iar  circumstances  certainly  may  auflitr,  but  even 
they  W'onid  be  spared  additional  embarrassments 
by  immediate  settlement.  Prolonged  alarms  and 
nncerfaiulics  will  impair  whatever  good  there  may  1 
bo  in  the  change,  and  will  aggravate  whatever  may  * 
be  the  evils.  It  is  like  that  mental  torment  of  “ 
breaking  bad  news  to  people,  which  is  no  breaking  ^ 
of  the  blow  ut  all,  but  a  breaking  of  the  spiiit  and  I 
fortitude  to  hear  it.  Kvery  scnsililc  man  says,  Jet  ^ 
me  know  the  worst  at  once. 

Tlie  measures  of  relief  which  Sir  Robert  Peel  f 
proposes  for  the  landed  interest,  by  improved  ma-  ^ 
nagement,  or  by  transferring  certain  charges  which  * 
have  hitherto  been  local  to  the  public,  are  not  put  * 
on  the  footing  of  compensation,  but  are  rccom- 
mended  as  ndiuinislrative  reforms  ;  and  if  they  in-  i  ^ 
deed  be  such,  the  agriculturists  would  have  a  claim  ' 
to  them,  irrespective  of  the  change  in  the  Corn  t 
Laws.  J

he  established.  Maintaining  all  the  opinions  w  e 
have  held  against  the  gradual  change,  and  ques¬ 
tioning  the  grounds  of  certain  boons  to  the  landed 
interest,  we  yet  must  heartily  acknowledge  that, 
with  all  defects  and  draw  backs,  the  plan  promises 
an  immense  balance  of  benefit  to  the  community. 
For  its  defects  we  were  prepared,  but  not  so  for  its 
icope  aud  range  of  principle.  The  very  worst 
faults  in  it  would  have  been  accepted  as  substantial 
improvements  three  years  ago.  The  project  might 
easily  be  improved,  but  the  marvel  is,  that  it  is  so 
good  ;  Aiid  AS  the  structure  of  comniorcial  freedom 
riser,  it  will  connect  its  architect's  name  with  a 
revolution  euthruiiiug  industry  in  its  rights,  and 
tending  to  bind  the  nations  of  the  world  tugothor 
in  the  amity  of  common  interests. 

There  was  a  fault  in  Sir  Robert  Peel’s  speech 
cnrrcj ponding  with  the  fault  in  his  plan  ;  in  seve¬ 
ral  instances  he  argued  as  if  ho  had  not  decided 
whether  urutection  was  a  bane  or  a  benefit,  or 
whether  he  was  doing  harm  or  gootl  to  interests 
coucerued  in  taking  it  aw’ay. 

If  the  abolition  of  the  Corn  Law.s  be  bcnefieial 
to  the  country,  and  not  detrimental  to  tlio  agricul¬ 
turists,  why  delay  it;  why  continue  tbe  period  of 
the  vain  fears  and  the  injurious  uncertainties?

C^ia  Hassan  Alhabbal’s  shm 
is  in  a  blase  of  light;  while  his  neighbour,  the  barber  and 
coffee-house  keeper,  has  his  premises,  his  low  seats  and 
narghiles,  his  queer  pots  and  basins,  in  the  shade.  The 
cobblers  are  always  good-natured ;  there  was  one  who,  1 
am  sure,  has  been  revealed  to  me  in  my  dreams,  in  a  dirty 
old  green  turban,  with  a  pleasant  wrinkled  face  like  an 
apple,  twinkling  his  little  grey  eyes  as  he  held  them  up  to 
talk  to  the  gossips,  and  smiling  under  a  delightful  old  grey 
beard,  which  did  the  heart  good  to  see.  You  divine  the 
conversation  between  him  and  the  cucumber>man,  as  the 
Sultan  used  to  understand  the  language  of  the  birds.  Are 
any  of  those  cucumbers  stuffed  with  pearls,  and  is  that 
Armenian  with  the  black  square  turban  Harun  Alraschid  in 
disguise,  standing  yonder  by  the  fountain  w  here  the  children 
are  drinking — the  gleaming  marble  fountain,  chequered  all 
over  with  light  and  shadow,  and  engraved  with  delicate 
Arabesques  and  sentences  from  the  Koran  ? 

**  But  the  greatest  sensation  of  all  is  when  the  camels 
come.  Whole  strings  of  real  camels,  better  even  than  in 
the  procession  of  Blue  Beard,  with  soft  rolling  eyes  and 
bended  necks,  swaying  from  one  side  of  the  bazaar  to  the 
other  to  and  fro,  and  treading  gingerly  with  their  great 
feet  O,  you  fairy  dreams  of  boyhood !  O,  you  sweet  me¬ 
ditations  of  half-holidays,  here  you  are  realised  for  half  an 
hour  I  The  genius  which  presides  over  youth  led  us  to  do 
a  good  action  that  day.  There  was  a  inan  sitting  in  an 
open  room,  ornamented  with  fine  long-tailed  sentences  of 
the  Koran  ;  some  in  red,  some  in  blue ;  some  written  dia¬ 
gonally  over  the  paper ;  some  so  shaped  as  to  represent 
ships,  dragons,  or  mysterious  animals.  The  man  squatted 
on  a  carpet  in  the  middle  of  this  room,  with. folded  arms, 
waggling  his  head  to  and  fro,  swaying  about,  and  singing 
through  his  nose  choice  phrases  from  the  sacred  work 
But  from  the  room  above  came  a  clear  noise  of  many  little 
shouting  voices,  much  more  musical  than  that  of  Naso  in 
the  matted  parlour,  and  the  guide  told  us  it  was  a  school, 
so  we  went  up  stairs  to  look.” 

Very  pleasant — is  it  not  ?  And  so,  through  sights 
and  scenes  as  richly  tasting  of  “  Araby  the  blest,” 
we  come  to  Constantinople,  and  begin  by  taking  a 
most  surprising  Turkish  bath.  What  w'ouders  else 
await  us, — fat  pashas  and  withered  feeble  eunuchs, 
ladies  in  broughams  a  visiting  the  Sultan,  Sultanas 
puffs  aud  sweetmeats.  Eastern  palace  grounds  like 
homely  English  parks,  and  Eastern  domestic  tra¬ 
gedies  like  home  tragedies  all  the  world  over — we 
must  pass,  to  take  this  flying  glimpse  of  the  Light 
and  Refuge  of  the  World. 

“  The  Padishah,  or  Father  of  all  the  Sovereigns  on  Earth, 
has  not  that  majestic  air  which  some  sovereigns  possess, 
and  wliich  makes  the  beholder’s  eyes  wink,  and  his  knees 
tremble  under  him  :  he  has  a  black  beard,  and  a  handsome 
well-bred  face,  of  a  French  cast;  he  looks  like  a  young 
French  rottt  worn  out  by  debauch ;  his  eyes  bright,  with 
black  rings  round  them ;  his  clieeks  pale  and  hollow.  He 
was  lolling  on  his  horse  as  if  he  could  hardly  hold  himself  on 
llie  saddle  ;  or,  as  if  his  cloak,  fastened  with  a  blazing  dia¬ 
mond  cla.sp  on  his  breast,  and  falling  over  his  horse's  tail, 

[Hilled  him  back.  But  the  handsome  sallow  face  of  tht 
lefuge  of  the  World  looked  decidedly  interesting  and  in¬ 
tellectual.  1  have  seen  many  a  young  Don  Juan  at  Paris, 
behind  a  counter,  with  such  a  beard  and  countenance  ;  the 
flame  of  passion  still  burning  in  his  hollow  eyes,  while  on 
his  damp  brow  was  stamped  the  fatal  mark  of  premature 
decay.” 

RhodcH  follows  Constantinople;  niid  such  a 
dreamy,  sunny,  idle  place,  that  one  would  have 
liked  a  longer  stay  there. 

”  Not  even  at  Cadiz,  or  the  Piraeus,  had  I  seen  sands  so 
yellow,  or  water  so  magnificently  blue.  Tlie  houses  of  the 
people  along  the  shore  were  but  poor  tenements,  with  hum¬ 
ble  cuiirt-yards  and  gardens  ;  but  every  fig-tree  was  gilded 
and  bright,  as  if  it  were  in  a  Hesperian  orchard ;  the  palms, 
planted  here  and  there,  rose  with  a  sort  of  halo  of  light 
round  about  tliein;  the  creepers  on  the  walls  quite  dazzled 
with  the  brilliancy «f  their  flowers  and  leaves;  the  people 
lav  in  the  cool  shadows,  happy  and  idle,  with  handsome 
solemn  faces ;  nobody  seemed  to  be  at  work  ;  they  only 
talked  a  very  little,  as  if  idleness  and  silence  were  a  con¬ 
dition  of  the  delightful  shining  atmosphere  in  which  they 
lived."

.\t  Beyrout,  to  say  nothing  of  the  haberdasher 
received  at  Windsor  for  a  Syrian  prince,  and 
with  whom  otir  traveller  passed  for  Colonel  Tit- 
marsh  of  the  Household,  plenty  of  busy  Eastern 
Mights  and  sounds,  full  of  music  and  colour,  are  ia 
waiting  for  us;  and  we  wish  we  could  have  stayed 
for  the  scene  on  one  of  the  quays,  while  Mr  Tit- 
marsh  sketched,  and  groups  came  staring  about 
him.  But  we  must  hasten  on  to  Jaffa,  where 
everybotly  is  sleeping  through  the  weary  daylight 
hours  of  Ramazan  ;  w  here  the  streets  are  squalling 
at  night  with  the  very  gamblers  and  storytellers  of 
old;  and  where  queer  liule  hints  of  Oriental  life 
peep  out  from  a  comical  police  scene  in  the  divan 
of  a  dignified  Cadi.

I  looking  at  tbe  sunset  with  a  pleased,  withered  old  face,  he 
gave  me  a  little  account  of  his  history.  I  take  it  he  is  in 
i  nowise  disinclined  to  talk  about  it,  simple  as  it  is :  he  has 
been  seven-and-thirty  years  in  the  navy,  being  somewhat 
more  mature  in  the  service  than  Lieutenant  Peel, 
Admiral  Prince  de  Joinville,  and  other  commanders,  who 
need  not  be  mentioned.

One  should  begin  as  if  an  Arabian 
Nights'  Entertainment  were  going  to  begin.  Won¬ 
der  and  enchantment  are  in  tbe  unpretending^ 
As,  in  boyhood’s  charming  stories,  | 


little  volume, 
to  hear  from  a  lowly-looking  damsel  that  she 
was  Princess  of  Ormuz,  or  Grand  Sultana  of  tbe 
Isles  of  Kalccdan,  was  tbe  rarest  delight,  but  n 
delight  we  could  not  for  our  lives  have  written 
down :  so.  now  to  hear,  from  the  sensible  city- 
bred  Mr  Titmarsb,  of  our  old  boyish  realm  of 
marvel  and  of  prodigy,  of  Sultans  and  of  Cadis,  of 
one-eyed  calendars  and  Arab  robbers,  of  camel 
trains  and  ffucks  and  shepherds,  of  dead  silent 
pomp  and  blue  starlit  skies,  of  bazaars  and  khans, 
of  talking  fountains  and  dancing  derv'ishes,  of  bar¬ 
bers  aud  basket-makers,  of  mosques  and  domes 
and  minarets,  of  blue-veiled  horned  women  from  | 
the  Lebanon,  and  of  sparrows  still  chirping  and ! 
twittering  on  the  house-tops  at  Jerusalem, — brings  I 
something  in  the  dreamy  pleasure  of  it  so  idle  and  I 
enjoyable,  that  one  i.s  quite  disinclined  to  talk.  If 
the  reader  buys  and  reads  the  book  (which  we  ad- . 
vise  him  to  do)  he  will  have  precisely  that  feeling, 
and  he  disposed  to  excuse  this  extremely  indifferent 
notice.  j 

Eothen  was  a  wonderful  book ;  but  this  is  not  j 
like  it.  It  is  the  book  of  a  man  who  has  some- ; 
thing  of  his  own  to  say ;  and,  if  he  does  not  say  it ' 
with  such  startling  strength  of  style,  the  manner  t 
of  it  is  his  own  too,  and  is  very  easy,  picturesque, 
and  pleasant.  You  must  not  turn  to  it  for  Eothen  s 
adventurous  vicissitude.  It  has  no  winter  cruis- 1 
ings  with  Greek  sailors,  no  roughing  it  with  wild  and 
lawless  Arabs,  no  nomadic  pitrhings  of  tents,  no 
battlings  with  Egyptian  plague,  no  bivouarkings  by  I 
the  Dead  Sea  shore.  The  Peninsular  and  Oriental 
Com|>any  watched  over  tlie  traveller.  There  is 
something  in  the  tone  throughout  that  tells  us  this, 
and  gives  even  the  peculiar  character  and  charm  to 
the  writing.  It  is  the  book  of  an  artist,  not  an  ad¬ 
venturer.  It  is  a  book  of  sights  and  pictures,  and  I 
of  tbe  thoughts  and  fancies  that  play  around  them  ; 
it  is  a  book  w  e  dare  to  say  not  the  less  true,  for  not  i 
insisting  always  on  the  literal  truth ;  very  often  there 
is  a  kindly  imagination  in  it,  plainly  at  war  with  n 
sli.-irp-setMiig  eye ;  and  for  all  the  atlcmot  to  tell 
us  that  the  East  has  not  been  maligned,  that  its 
life  is  chietly  a  hrutlih  life,  and  that  all  its  enehant- 
iiients  are  over, — we  feel  the  more  strongly  that  ^ 
the  enchantments  AnreAce/i, and  that  there  is  some-  i 
thing  in  the  Old,  and  in  what  seems  to  have  pas.'^ed 
away,  that  is  Everlasting  still.  Ifwcureto  hear! 
that  .Mahometanism  is  bankrupt,  aud  pining  oil',  j 
most  pleasant  it  is  to  hear  it  through  such  lament-  j 
ings  as  these  of  .Mr  i'ltmarsh. — w  hen  he  fancies  i 
the  lloiins  in  Paradise  saddening  at  the  iiifrcipient ' 
arrivals  of  tlie  F.aitliful.

From  f’oriihili  to  Grand  Cairo,  and  back  to  the 
Quarantiiic  Harbour  at  Malta,  took  some  d.ays 
over  three  months.

But  even  the 
half-hour  at  Vigo  gives  a  good  glimpse  of  the 
queer  little  Spanish  town ;  show  s  us  its  little  i 
tawdry  theatrical  otlieerH  ;  and  whisks  past  us  a 
smirking  bathelor  or  so  out  of  the  pages  of  GiG 
lUas.  Then  the  Lisbon  day  is  hot  and  dusty,  but  { 
full  of  htisiiiess ;  and  one  feels  at  the  close  of  it ' 
that  quite  enough  has  lioen  seen  and  said  of  the  I 
crackling,  clattering,  siinhurnt  city.  .\s  for  the 
two  hour*  at  ('adiz,  we  may  wish  ’they  had  been

Some  trivial 
ways,  and  missed  opportunities,  he  leaves  us  still  to 
regret;  but  they  are  few.  Even  at  Athens,  where 
he  gets  up  an  indifference  not  natural  to  him,  be 
rewards  us  by  his  happy  strokes  of  humour  at  the 
needy  monarch,  and  by  such  occasional  true  and 
tasteful  passages  as  this.

it  that  he  too  is  an  .Arcadian.

stranger’s  eyes  as  he  goes  up  the  famous  stairs  from  the 
water-gate,  make  a  scene  o%,such  pleasant  confusion  and 
liveliness  as  I  have  never  witnessed  before.  .And  the  effect 
of  the  groups  of  multitudinous  actors  in  this  busy,  cheer¬ 
ful  drama,  is  heightened,  as  it  were,  bv  the  decorations  of 
ih#  stapre.

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Cancuut,  according  to  which  fcreral  affairs  had  taken 
place  between  the  Russians  and  Circassians,  in  which  the 
former  were  rictorions.  On  the  12th  of  December  the 
Circassians,  in  three  dirisions,  penetrated  into  the  ter¬ 
ritory  of  Schamehal  and  into  Zudathar.  The  Naib  of 
Salalarca  and  General  Dabinroff  immediately  placed 
themselres  at  the  head  of  some  of  the  Russian  forces, 
consisting  of  a  party  of  Cos*acks  of  the  Don,  and  the 
militia  of  Schamehal,  and  nwrehed  against  the  enemy, 
endearooring  to  fall  upon  their  rear.  But  at  the  approach 
of  the  Russian  troops  the  Circassians  look  to  flight,  and 
their  cattle,  horses,  and  prorisions  fell  into  the  hands  of 
Che  Russians.  Eren  the  Ruuian  accounts,  however, 
admit  that  the  Circassians  lost  only  seven  men,  so  that 
the  atoir  appears  to  have  been  very  trifling.  Similar  ac- 
eoenu  arc  given  of  several  other  small  affairs,  none  of 
which  were  at  all  decisive.  The  Circassians  were  the  ag- 
fressort  in  every  instance,  and  the  Russian  accounts  claim 
great  credit  to  the  army  for  having  been  able  to  repel 
their  attacks.  The  Circassian  army  is  slated  to  have 
amounted  15,000  men.  Southern  Daghestan  is  quiet. 
Accounts  from  Warsaw,  published  in  a  Frankfort  paper, 
give  a  very  different  version  of  the  affair.  They  state  that 
Che  news  from  the  Caucasus  comes  down  to  the  20th  of 
December,  and  that  the  Circassians  had  taken  and  de- 
atroyed,  in  a  night  attack,  the  forts  on  the  left  wing  of  the 
Russian  army.  The  Russian  garrisons,  consisting  of  be¬ 
tween  1,000  and  1,200  men,  had  been  partly  cut  to  pieces, 
and  partly  carried  away  as  prisoners  to  the  mountains. 
According  to  their  usual  tactics,  the  Circassians  had  de¬ 
ceived  the  Russians  by  several  attacks,  which  drew  away 
their  attention  from  the  real  point  of  attack.  In  the  forts 
Uken,  the  Circassians  found  large  stores  of  provisions, 
arms,  and  ammunition,  which  they  carried  away  with 
them.  Shamil  was  very  actively  preparing  for  a  winter 
campaign  against  the  Russians,  and  the  latter  were  by  no 
means  prepared  for  the  attack.  Such  is  the  account  given 
of  the  state  of  affairs  in  these  letters. 

Tiir  Rasiliax  Nuns. — The  official  interrogatory  of 
the  Abbess  Mieezystawska,  who  was  the  victim  of  so  many 
tortures  in  Foland,  has  been  published  by  order  of  the 
Pope.  It  confirms  nearly  all  that  has  been  stated  on  this 
subject.  Appended  to  it  is  an  ukase  of  the  Kinperor 
Nicholas,  declaring  that  he  would  recognize  all  that  tire 
schismatic  bishop  Sitmasko  might  do  on  behalf  of  the 
orthodox  religion. 

TMTED  STATES. 

The  Oregon  (Hestion. — There  have  been  two  ar¬ 
rivals  this  week  from  the  I’nited  States.  The  latest  date 
being  to  the  7th  in«t.  The  last  accounts,  as  far  as  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  in  the  House  of  Representatives  .ifTect  the  ques¬ 
tion,  are  of  a  very  warlike  character.  A  motion  had  been 
introduced  into  the  House,  to  give  Great  Britain  notice 
of  the  termination,  at  the  end  of  twelve  months,  of 
the  joint  t>ccupancy  of  the  Oregon  territory.  This 
measure  had  been  supported  by,  amongst  others,  .Mr 
J.  Q.  Adams,  but  was  lost  on  a  division,  it  being  re* 
quired  to  be  carried  by  a  majority  of  two-thirds.  The 
vote  stood,  .4yes,  102:  Noes,  Hi).  This  matter,  which 
had  come  up  as  a  resolution  from  the  committee  on  foreign 
affairs,  was  decided  to  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  the 
whole  house  ;  but  upon  a  motion  that  it  be  made  a  special 
order  for  the  first  Monday  in  February,  it  was  lust  as 
above  stated. 

Must  strenuous  efforts  continue  to  be  made  by  the  peace 
party,  and  in  the  '  Courier  and  F.nquirer  Journal  of  Com¬ 
merce  ’  and  *  Commercial  .Xdvertiser  of  .New  York  ’  arti¬ 
cles  deprecating  the  war  feeling,  which  it  was  evident  was 
receiving  an  immense  impetus,  were  being  daily  inserted  ; 
and  appeals  to  the  reason,  instead  of  the  pa^siuns  of  the 
people,  continued  to  be  made  by  them  in  the  very  best 
spirit;  yet  it  is  really  greatly  to  be  feared  that  a  war  will 
be  precipitated  before  the  representatives  of  the  people 
can  be  brought  to  their  senses.  The  height  to  which  the 
fever  raged  may  perhaps  be  judged  of  by  the  fact,  that  at 
the  commencement  of  the  fourth  day’s  debate  the  Hun. 
Felix  G.  M'Connell  moved  the  adoption  of  resolutions  for 
the  annexation  of  Ireland.  Throughout  the  whole  debate 
the  cry  of  the  whole  of  Oregon  or  none  was  heard,  and  no 
compromise  whatever  was  for  a  moment  listened  to. 

IIAYTI. 

Tub  Dispute  with  the  French  Consul. — Letters 
have  |l>een  received  from  l*ort-au- Prince  to  the  8th  of 
December.  They  give  some  additional  details  of  the  dif¬ 
ference  that  had  arisen  between  General  Pierrot  and  the 
French  Consul  at  Hayti.  On  the  5th  Captain  Lartigue, 
in  command  of  the  French  station  at  that  island,  not  being 
able  to  obtain  satisfaction  fur  the  insult  offered  to  |^te 
French  Consul,  took  up  his  station  with  the  Thetis  frigate 
and  Hiusard  brig  at  a  short  distance  from  the  town,  and 
made  preparations  to  open  a  cannonade.  At  the  solici¬ 
tation  of  the  inhabitants,  he  consented  to  suspend  his  Are 
for  three  days,  in  order  to  allow  them  lime  to  represent 
the  matter  to  President  Pierrot,  who  was  at  the  moment 
in  the  uorth  of  the  island.  He  tent  at  the  same  lime  the 
Styx  steamer  fur  the  Griffon,  which  was  cruising  along  the 
coast,  in  order  that  he  might  have  a  larger  force  at  his  dis- 
}»oaal,  and  have  more  aulhuriy  to  insist  on  a  full  repara¬ 
tion.  Up  to  the  8th  the  President  had  refused  absolutely 
to  give  any  satisfaction,  and  M.  Levasseur,  the  Consul- 
General,  deemed  it  necessary  to  send  in  hia  ultimatum — 
15,000  gourds  of  indemnity,  and  a  salute  of  twenty-one 
guns.  M.  Levasseur,  at  the  same  time,  was  preparing  to 
take  up  his  residence  on  board  the  Thetis.  It  was  hoped 
that  these  deiiMinstrations  would  induce  the  President  to 
make  the  rouerssioos  demanded. 

THE  RIVER  PLATE. 

Destruction  or  llusAt*  RATTiaiEa  in  the  Pa¬ 
rana. — The  Cyriopt  steamer,  which  reached  Plymouth 
frsNa  Kio  Janeiro  on  the  27th,  brings  the  important  news 
of  the  destruction  of  the  batteries  of  Rosa#  in  the  Parana, 
by  the  combined  fleets  of  England  and  France,  in  an  en¬ 
gagement  on  the  loth  of  November,  producing  heavy  Iom 
on  both  sidas.  The  Buenoa-Ayreana  left  four  hundred 
dead  in  the  batteries,  and  are  auppoaed  to  have  carried 
•way  an  eqtul  nuiaber.  Or  iht  pan  of  the  combiaed 
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forces  the  greater  loss  fell  on  the  French.  On  the  part 
of  the  English  there  were  the  steamers  Gorgon  and  Fire¬ 
brand,  Captain  Hope;  corvette  Comus,  Captain  Ingle- 
field  ;  the  brigs  Philomel,  Captain  Sullivan ;  and  the  Dol¬ 
phin,  Captain  Leving;  the  brigantine  Fanny,  Captain 
Key.  Captain  Hotham,  commander-in-chief  on  board 
the  Gorgon.  On  the  part  of  the  French  there  were  the 
steamer  Fulton,  Captain  Mazeres ;  the  corvette  Ex- 
peditive.  Captain  de  Muriac;  the  biigs  Pandour,  Captain 
du  Parc,  San  Martin,  and  the  brigantine  Procida,  Capt. 
de  la  Reviere.  Captain  Trehouart  was  the  comniandCT- 
in-chief  on  board  the  San  Martin.  On  the  20th  of  No¬ 
vember  the  combined  Anglo-French  forces  took  up  their 
position  at  ten  a.m.  The  San  Martin,  bearing  the  flag  of 
Captain  Trehouart,  leading,  followed  by  the  Comus,  who, 
upon  taking  up  her  position,  had  her  cables  cut  through, 
and  went  adrift.  One  hour  and  a  half  elapsed  (from 
want  of  wind),  before  the  Dolphin  could  pass  the  San 
Martin,  which  she  did  inside,  between  her  and  the  left 
bank  of  the  river.  The  action  was  kept  up  with  great 
spirit  on  Inrth  sides  until  one  p.m.,  when  a  shot  from  her 
Majesty’s  ship  Dolphin  blew  up  the  Republicano  gun 
brig,  moored  at  a  Tele  de  Pont,  above  the  boom.  At  the 
fire  from  the  enemy’s  work  did  not  slacken,  Capt.  Hope 
manned  his  l>oat  and  cut  away  the  chain  cables  and  ves¬ 
sels  composing  the  boom,  thus  allowing  the  steamers  to 
pass  and  take  the  fort  in  reverse.  This  service  was  per- 
I  funned  in  a  most  gallant  style,  CapL  Hope  being  exposed 
to  a  very  severe  fire  of  musketry.  At  four  p.m.,  the 
enemy’s  fire  slackened,  and  carts  were  seen  to  be  em¬ 
ployed  carrying  away  the  dead  and  wounded  from  the 
batteries.  The  batteries  were  surrounded  by  a  body  of 
cavalry  three  thousand  strong, armed  as  Lancers.  Athalf- 
past  four,  the  gunners  and  soldiers  in  two  of  the  ene¬ 
my’s  batteries  were  seen  to  run  from  their  guns,  and  en¬ 
deavour  to  pass  the  line  of  cavalry.  These  latter  charged 
upon  them,  and  for  a  short  time  a  severe  skirmish  was 
kept  up  between  the  two  parties.  The  gunners  were  ul¬ 
timately  driven  back  to  their  posts,  and  another  attempt 
was  repeated  on  their  part  with  the  like  ill  success.  At 
six  p.m.,  the  French  commaiider-in-chicf  proposed  to 
Captain  Holhaiii  to  land  and  carry  the  batteries.  Captain 
Treliouard  passed  up  the  line  of  the  enemy's  fire  most 
gallantly,  and  landing  at  the  highest  fort,  carried  it,  and 
the  enemy  precipitately  abandoned  his  position.  It  ap¬ 
pears  the  guns  had  been  worked  on  the  enemy’s  batteries 
by  Englishmen,  .Vmcricans,  and  negroes.  A  son  of  Ad¬ 
miral  Brown  made  himself  very  conspicuous  on  the  ram¬ 
parts  of  one  of  the  batteries,  and  escaped  unhurt.  The 
enemy’s  loss  amounted  to  120  negroes  (gunners,  &c.), 
found  dead  under  their  guns,  and  about  400  whites  killed 
and  the  like  number  wounded.  On  the  morning  of  the 
2Ut  additional  forces  landed,  and  completed  the  destruc¬ 
tion  of  the  batteries.  The  gun  carriages  were  destroyed, 
and  the  guns  broken  or  cast  into  the  river.  Ten  bronzed 
cannon  only  were  preserved,  and  shipped  on  board  the 
combined  squadron.  All  this  day  the  allied  forces  re¬ 
mained  ashore  without  being  in  the  least  disturbed.  It 
was  during  the  hottest  part  of  this  remarkable  engage¬ 
ment  that  Captain  Hotham  wrote  to  his  colleague.  Captain 
Trehouart,  the  wurds  underneath  quoted — words  equally 
honourable  to  the  writer  and  to  the  party  addressed — **  If 
the  title  of  'brave’  has  ever  been  deserved,  it  is  by  you 
and  your  crews."  "Si  le  litre  de  brave  a  jamais  et^ 
nierile,  e’est  par  vuus  ct  vos  equipages.’’  The  engage¬ 
ment  with  the  batteries  began  at  ten  a.m.,  and  lasted  till 
live  p.m.,  during  which  time  there  was  an  incessant  firing. 
From  five  to  seven  p.m.  the  landing  and  the  destruction 
of  the  works  took  place.  The  loss  of  the  combined  forces 
is — French,  eighteen  dead  and  seventy  wounded.  .Among 
the  dead  is  Michaud,  officer  of  the  San  Martin.  Among 
the  wounded  the  officers  are— 'Hello,  same  ship  ;  Verneix, 
of  the  Fanduur ;  Simonneau,  Expeditive;  and  David, 
Fulton.  The  English  lost,  ten  dead  and  twenty  five 
wuuiided  ;  and  among  the  former  are  two  officers,  Lieut. 
Brickdale,  Firebrand  ;  and  .Andrews,  Dolphin.  The 
Fulton  French  steamer  has  her  paddles  knocked  away 
and  her  chiiimey  cut  through,  besides  107  shots  in  her 
hull.  The  San  Martin  had  104  shuts  in  her  hull  ;  the 
Dolphin  riddled.  Capt.  Trehouart  had  only  one  officer 
on. board,  and  half  the  crew  /mrs  de  comftat,  or  44  of  06.

PRESENTATION  OF  THE  ADDRESS. 

Their  loidships  met  tu-day  for  the  purpose  of  proceeding 
in  state  to  Buckingham  palace  with  the  address  in  atuwer 
to  her  Majesty’s  speech.  The  attendance  of  peers  was  more 
than  usually  scanty,  there  being  only  four  noble  lords  with 
the  Chancellor  present ;  namely,  the  Earl  of  Home  (mover 
of  the  address),  Viscount  Hawarden,  the  Earl  of  Shaftes¬ 
bury,  Lord  Monteagle,  and  Lord  Redesdale.  Their  lord¬ 
ships  adjourned  till  half-past  lour  o’clock  on  Monday.

MINISTERIAL  EXPLANATION. 

The  Duke  of  WELLINGTON,  in  answer  to  a  question 
from  the  Duke  of  Richmond,  as  to  the  reasons  which  had 
induced  the  government  to  resign  and  then  again  to  accept 
office,  said  that  he  was  one  of  those  who  objected  to  the 
proposition  of  Sir  R.  Peel  for  opening  the  ports,  considering 
that  the  sliding  scale  providea  for  that  emergency,  should 
the  price  ef  food  become  high :  but  he  had  been  warmly  in 
favour  of  measures  fur  providing  employment  for  the 
people  of  Ireland.  He  was  averse  to  any  material  altera¬ 
tion  being  made  in  the  corn  law,  though  convinced  that 
some  alteration  was  necessary.  But  when  Sir  Robert  Feel 
resumed  office,  he  wrote  to  the  noble  duke,  stating  that  he 
would  meet  parliament  as  her  Migesty’s  minister,  even  if  he 
stood  alone.  His  grace  applauded  this  course,  and  deter¬ 
mined  to  stand  by  the  First  Lord  of  the  Treasury,  consi¬ 
dering  that  the  formation  of  a  government  in  which  her 
Majesty  could  have  confidence  to  be  of  infinitely  greater 
importance  than  any  opinion  of  any  individual  on  the  corn 
law  or  any  other  law.  He  had  no  doubt  but  that  Sir  K. 
Feel’s  measures  would  give  satisfaction  to  both  their  lord- 
ships  and  the  country. 

The  Duke  of  BUCKINGHAM  expressed  his  regret  at 
seeing  the  Duke  of  Wellin^on  a  member  of  a  free-trade 
government ;  on  which  the  illustrious  duke  exclaimed  that 
he  did  not  know  what  a  free-trade  government  meant 
The  remainder  of  the  sitting,  which  was  a  short  one,  was 
occupied  by  explanations  from  the  Maruuis  of  Lansdowne 
and  the  EsrI  ut  Aberdeen,  the  latter  of  whom  stated  that  he 
had  supported  Sir  Robert  Peel  throughout.

Sir  II.  PEEL  assented  to  that  suggestion;  but  informed 
the  house  that  he  should  then  proceed  dt,  die  in  tliem  with 
the  discussion  of  this  question.  He  could  not  exactly  de¬ 
clare  the  loss  which  the  revenue  would  experience  by  the 
adoption  of  his  proposition.  He  thought  last  year  tliat  by 
the  alteration  in  the  excise  duties  he  should  lose  one  mil. 
lion  ;  but  the  revenue  from  that  source  was  now  as  good  as 
it  was  before  the  alteration.  He  expected  to  lose  four  mil. 
lions  by  the  reduction  of  the  customs  duties  ;  but  nothing 
of  the  kind  occurred.  He  was,  thcrelore,  unwilling  to 
make  an  estimate  of  the  loss  which  would  accrue  to  the 
revenue.  The  charge  which  his  scheme  would  impose  on 
the  consolidated  fund  would  be  an  annual  charge  of 
513,000/.

He  proposed,  however,  that  a  considerable  reduction  should 
be  made  at  ence  in  the  existing  amount  of  duty,  and  that 
the  duty  so  reduced  should  be  limited  to  the  continuance 
of  three  years.  His  bill  would  contain  a  provuio.i  that  at 
that  period,  when  the  change  would  be  least  felt— namely, 
on  the  1st  of  Febrnary,  1849-oaU,  barley,  rye,  and  wheat, 
should  be  only  liable  to  that  mere  nominal  duty  which  he 
intended  to  apply  to  maize,  for  the  purpoie  of  procuring 
statistical  returns  of  the  quantity  imported.  The  main 
question,  then,  for  the  house  to  consider  was  this— what  is 
to  be  the  intermediate  slate  of  the  law  ?  He  proposed  that 
there  should  be  an  enactment  for  three  yeara,to  this  effect, 
—that  till  the  1st  of  February,  1849,  the  following  duties 
should  be  levied  on  all  wheat  imported  into  this  country 
from  foreign  ports.  Whenever  the  average  price  of  wheat 
should  be  under  48s.  a  quarter  in  this  country,  the  duty 
should  be  10*.  a  quarter  ;  that  above  48s.  and  under  49*.,  it 
should  be  9*.  a  quarter;  that  above  49*.  and  under  50*.,  it

He  then  proceede<l  to  contend  that  if  there  was 
any  part  of  the  United  Kingdom  likely  to  suffer  from  the 
withdrawal  of  protection,  it  was  Ireland;  for  Ireland  had 
not,  at  England  had,  the  means  of  finding  employment  for 
her  agricultural  population  in  her  manufacturing  districts. 
Here,  again,  he  would  propose  no  relief  from  local  bur¬ 
dens  which  was  not  accompanied  by  social  advantages.  In 
Ireland  the  police  was  paid  partly  by  the  land  and  partly 
by  the  Treasury.

EMBODIMENT  OF  THE  MILITIA. 

In  answer  to  Mr  T.  Duncoinbe,  Sir  J.  GRAII.\M 
stated  that  it  wiis  the  intention  of  the  government  to  amcMid 
the  acts  relative  to  the  miliiia  before  its  embodiment,  and 
for  this  purpose  a  bill  has  been  prepared. 

Mr  BRIGHT  asked  if  it  were  the  intention  to  call  out 
the  miliiia  during  the  present  year  / 

Sir  J.  GR.\HAM  replied,  that  by  law  her  Majesty 
in  rouiK’il  hud  power  to  cull  out  the  militii  within  u  fori- 
iiight.  But  at  present  the  intention  was  not  entertaiiud. 

RAILWAY  DEPOSITS. 

Mr  IIASTIE  complained  of  the  standing  orders,  the 
consequences  of  which  were  likely  to  prove  very  serious,  by 
which  the  deposits  on  account  of  railway  bills  were  ordered 
to  be  paid  to  the  account  of  the  Accountant-General  of  the 
Court  of  Chancery.  The  amount  this  session  was  estimat¬ 
ed  at  no  less  than  ten  millions  sterling.  Much  impending 
mischief  might  be  averted  if  they  were  ordered  to  be  paid 
to  the  credit  of  the  Bank  of  England.  When  it  was  recol¬ 
lected  that  the  whole  of  the  commercial  transactions  of  the 
country  were  carried  on  by  means  of  bills  of  exchange,  and 
that  the  amount  for  Iridia,  Cliina,  South  America,  and  the 
West  Indies,  was  no  less  than  150,090,000/.  annually,  the 
consequences  of  any  stoppage,  even  for  a  day,  of  the  usual 
commercial  accommodation  might  be  estimated. 

The  CHANCELLOR  of  the  EXCHEQUER  replied  that 
it  was  not  the  **  standing  order  ”  which  required  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  deposits  to  the  credit  of  the  Accountant- 
General,  but  the  consolidation  railway'act  of  last  session. 
The  effect,  in  many  instances,  was  merely  a  transference 
of  accounts  from  those  of  individuals  at  the  Bank  of  Eng¬ 
land  to  that  of  the  Accountant-General.  And  this  arrange¬ 
ment  was  rather  in  favour  of  the  hank  than  otherwise,  for 
private  deposits  might  be  withdrawn  in  one  hour,  while 
those  paid  in  to  the  credit  of  the  Accountant-General  re¬ 
quired  certain  prelimin.iries  which  occupied  ten  days. 

Mr  P.  M.  STEWART  reiterated  the  assertion  that  the 
prescribed  course  was  causing  great  inconvenience,  by  cir¬ 
cumscribing  commercial  accomodation. 

Mr  Gisborne,  Mr  Ricardo,  and  Mr  Muntz  joined  in  the 
conversation,  and  Mr  Hudson  expressed  a  hope  that,  if  any 
alteration  were  made,  it  would  be  one  permitting  Exche¬ 
quer  bills  and  stock  to  be  accepted  as  deposits. 

Sir  R.  PEEL  fremarked  that  no  public  check  could 
he  applied  without  causing  some  public  inconvenience. 
The  government  had  directed  their  close  attention  to  the 
(ubjeat;  and  seeing  that  the  dealers  in  money  had  ample 
warning  so  far  back  as  last  July,  they  were  of  opinion  that 
it  would  be  most  unwise  for  parliament  to  interfere  at  the 
time  when  the  pressure  begins  to  be  felt. 

THE  TEN  HOURS  BILL. 

Lord  ASHLEY,  in  moving  for  leave  to  bring  in  *a  bill 


by  useful  reform*,  and  not  by  transferring  them  to  other 
pa  tics.  First  amnng  the*e  burden*  he  placed  the  high- 
wav  rate*.  They  were  at  present  administered  by  16.000 
local  authorities  distributed  throughout  the  country.  No¬ 
thing  could  be  more  defective  than  that  a  highway  which 
united  severnl  distinct  parishes  should  not  be  under  the 
control  of  one  board,  but  sbould  be  under  the  control  of 
every  distinct  pari»h  throu^jh  which  it  ran.  In  each  parish 
there  was  a  different  surveyor  of  the  high  road*.  The 
system  led  of  nece.ssity  to  a  lax  expenditure,  and  to 
very  bad  reparation  of  the  road*.  He  proposed  to  coin- 
ps’l  parishes  to  unite  themselTci  into  diaricts  for  the 
repair  of  the  road*.  Those  districts  would  be  generally 
the  fuime  with  the  poor-law  unions;  and  thus  the  higfi 
roads  would  be  under  the  coniiot  of  600  instead  of 
16,000  different  authorities,  .\notherof  the  burdens  grie¬ 
vously,  and  he  thought  justly,  complained  of  by  the 
agricultural  interest  arose  out  of  the  law  of  settlement. 
Under  that  law,  during  manufacturing  prusnerily,  the  rural 
population  wa'  encouraged  to  migrate  to  the  manufactur¬ 
ing  towns.  The  peasant  thus  migrating  contuined  the 
prime  of  his  life,  and  gave  all  the  advantage  of  his  strength 
to  the  m.Anuraciiircrs.  A  revulsion  took  place  in  trade,  and 
inanuficlurers  reasetl  to  prosper.  The  individiril  was 
then  sent  hack  to  the  rural  district,  and  is  thus  transferred 
to  a  new  home,  where  he  is  not  able  to  obtain  a  livelihood, 
from  being  unused  to  rural  empiovments.  For  the  purpose 
of  not  merely  relieving  the  land  frmn  a  burden,  but  of  also 
protecting  an  indigent  man  from  irijustice,  governiiient  in¬ 
tended  to  propose  that  the  power  of  removability  should  be 
taken  away  in  the  case  of  every  labouring  man  who  had 
had  a  five  yeirs’  iiidnsirial  residence  in  any  manufacturing 
town,  lie  likewise  proposed  that  the  children  of  any  per¬ 
son.  or  the  children  of  his  wife,  legitimate  or  illegitimate, 
under  sixteen,  residing  with  the  father  or  mother,  and 
the  wife  of  anv  person  fthould  not  he  removed  where 
the  removal  of  the  person  himself  was  prohibited. 
Further,  he  proposed  that  no  widow  rr^idlng  with 
her  hiihand  at  the  time  of  his  death  should  be  re¬ 
movable  for  twelve  month*  after  hi*  death  from  the 
parish  in  which  he  residetl  at  the  time;  and  lastly, 
lliat  no  order  of  removal  should  he  taken  out  on  the 
gro'ind  of  ehargeahilily  shown  to  have  been  occasioned  hv 
acchltnt  or  •ickness,  unless  the  removing  magiftirale's 
should  he  s.slisficd  that  the  effects  of  tlie  accident  or  sick¬ 
ness  are  such  as  to  he  ^rermanent  and  incurable.  Here, 
again,  by  alteration  of  ihe  law  .i  gnat  social  advantage 
would  be  obtained,  and  the  agricultural  interest  relieved 
from  a  great  burden.  He  then  appro.achcd  another  matter, 
in  which  hr  advised,  without  any  loss  to  any  other  iiilerrst 
a  great  adv,siitage  to  the  agricultural  interest.

Their  first  prediction 
was  that  the  cotton  trade  would  be  destroyed  by  any  such 
limitation  as  he  proposed ;  their  second  was,  that  the  wages 
of  the  protected  parties  Avould  be  diminished;  their  third 
was  that  the  wages  of  their  children  would  be  reduced  to 
s  mere  nothing;  and  their  fourth  was,  that  their  children 
would  be  dismissed,  and  that  great  physical  suffering  would 
be  the  result  in  their  respective  families.  The  history  of 
the  cotton  trade  during  the  last  year  was  the  best  refutation 
(fthi  first  part  of  these  predictions:  the  fact  that  there  were 
now  30,000  children  under  thirteen  years  of  age  working 
lix  hours  and  receiving  instruction  three  hours  a  day, 
when  there  were  very  few  receiving  education  in  1833,  and 
the  report  of  the  operative  spinners  themselves, — who 
fbrmerly  opposed  the  enactment  limiting  the  labour  of  chil¬ 
dren  to  halftime.— stating  that  the  physical  and  moral  con¬ 
dition  of  their  children  had  been  so  much  improved  that 
they  did  not  appear  to  be  the  same  race  of  human  beings, 
were  the  best  refutation  of  the  latter  part  of  them.  He  im¬ 
plored  the  house  to  consider  that  the  greater  part  of  the 
children  employed  during  the  present  long  hours  of  labour 
were  femal-s.  Was  there  not  something  crjjel  and  mon¬ 
strous  to  take  young  girls  of  thirteen,  the  very  day  on 
which  they  reached  that  age,  and  to  demand  from  them 
the  same  extent  of  labour  which  was  demanded  irom  the 
most  vigorous  adult  men  ?  How  could  they  Icarv  on  their 
return  home  any  of  those  domestic  arts  which  were  so  ne¬ 
cessary  to  the  comforts  of  the  labouring  man  when  he 
returned  jaded  and  weary  to  his  humble  cottage  ?  There 
was  evidence  enough  to  prove,  though  he  would  not  quote 
it,  that  the  degraded  condition  of  the  female  population  was 
one  of  the  chief  causes  of  distress  and  crime  in  our  manu¬ 
facturing  towns.  He  contrasted  with  the  degraded  con¬ 
dition  of  the  female  population  in  our  manufacturing  dis¬ 
tricts  the  great  improvement  which  had  taken  place  in 
the  intellectual,  moral,  and  pliysical  condition  of  the  female 
operatives  at  Lowell,  in  the  United  State.*,  since  the  labour 
there  had  been  limited  to  twelve  hours  a  day.  The  fact 
was,  that  our  women  were  unsexed  in  nature  and  habits  by 
being  abstracted  from  their  domestic  duties  so  long  by  their 

Erotracted  industry  in  heated  factories.  Society  suffered 
j  it— individuals  suffered  by  it ;  and  the  operative  popu¬ 
lation  would  suffer  by  it,  until  legislation  gave  them,  what 
.Madame  Campan  told  Napoleon  was  the  best  gift  he  could 
give  to  France,  “  a  generation  of  mothers.”  He  impressed 
on  the  house  the  consideration  that  it  would  be  well  both 
for  the  iiiaiters  and  the  operatives  to  have  this  question 
finally  settled.  Nothing  could  be  easier  than  to  repeal  his 
bill,  if  its  effects  should  be  found  prejudicial ;  for  the  opera- 
tires  would  be  the  first  to  cry  out  against  them  ;  but  if  its 
effects  were  likely  to  prove  beneficial,  then  they  had  a  right 
to  expect  that  the  house  would  assent  to  their  just  and  rea¬ 
sonable  requests.  He  implored  the  house,  therefore,  not  to 
throw  out  this  measure ;  for  if  they  did,  they  would  destroy 
all  hope  of  secular  improvement  among  the  younger  part  of 
the  mamifacturing  population  ;  they  would  aggravate  the 
feud  which  so  long  existed  between  the  house  of  want  and 
house  of  plenty;  they  would  render  poverty  discontented, 
wealth  and  property  odious,  and  would  impede  the  social, 
nioMl,  and  religious  improvement  of  all  classes  of  the  com¬ 
munity. 

Sir  J.  GRAHAM  did  not  intend  to  offer  any  opposition 
to  the  introduction  of  the  present  bill.  After  compliment¬ 
ing  Lord  Ashley  on  the  sacrifices  which  he  had  made  in 
tins  cause— sacrifices  which  were  greater  than  fell  to  the 
lot  of  most  men  to  make — he  proceeded  to  contend  that 
everything  which  had  occurred  in  the  manufacturing  dis¬ 
tricts  since  the  passing  of  the  act  of  1844,  instead  of  en¬ 
couraging  further  legislation  on  this  subject,  showed 
nat  we  ought  not  to  disturb  the  existing  arrangements.

Mr  TREL.AWNY  expressed  his  surprise  that  Lord 
Ashley,  who  would  be  the  last  man  in  the  world  to  attack 
the  rights  of  property  generally,  could  have  been  induced 
to  bring  in  a  bill  which  attacked  the  poor  man’s  property  by 
interfering  with  his  labour,  which  was  his  pnqierty.  This 
bill,  by  shortening  his  hours  of  labour,  would  reduce  his 
wages,  and  would  thii.s  do  him  more  harm  than  good. 

Lord  J.  MANNERS  trusted  that  the  house  would 
not  be  led  by  the  arguments  of  the  last  speaker  to  resist  the 
appeal  of  Lord  Ashley  to  its  justice  and  humanity.  Nothing 
would  conciliate  the  feelings  of  the  operatives  to  their  em¬ 
ployers  more  than  this  bill,  and  he  should,  therefore,  give  a 
most  cordial  and  unhesitating  support  to  it. 

Mr  HUME  insisted  on  the  soundness  of  Mr  Trelawny’s 
argument,  that  no  interference  with  labour  could  take  place 
without  interfering  with  the  rights  of  property.  He  recom¬ 
mended  Lord  Ashley  to  turn  bis  attention  to  the  condition 
of  the  infant  labouring  population  in  the  agricultural  dis¬ 
tricts.  It  was  in  a  much  w  orse  condition  than  the  infantile 
ponulation  of  the  manufacturing  districts. 

Mr  HICKHAM  ESCOTT  would,  on  the  fitting  occasion, 
show  that  even  Lord  Ashley’s  blue  books”  contained 
ample  evidence  of  the  injury  which  has  been  the  result  of 
this  species  of  legi.slation.  But  the  noble  lord  never  quoted 
his  own  evidence  fairly,  at  least  not  fully,  when  he  brought 
forward  his  propositions. 

MrCOLQUHOUN  defended  Lord  Ashley.  The  claims 
of  humanity  were  in  this  instance  in  concurrence  with  those 
of  sound  policy,  and  demanded  a  moderate  restriction  of 
the  hours  of  hbour. 

Mr  ROEBUCK  said  that  this  bill  was  an  unjustifiable  in¬ 
terference  with  the  rights  of  property.  The  price  of  labour 
depended  on  the  supply  and  the  demand.  No  legislative 
interference  could  raise  or  depress  wages  except  in  this  way. 
Increase  the  demand  for  labour  by  taking  away  fiscal  re¬ 
strictions,  and  you  raise  the  amount  of  wages.  Increase 
the  restrictions  of  labour,  as  this  bill  proposed,  and  you  in¬ 
evitably  depress  the  rate  of  its  remuneration.  He  could 
himself  play  the  same  game  as  Lord  Ashley.  It  was  a 
very  easy  game — 'or  it  was  a  game  of  humanity  ;  and  you 
had  only  to  accuse  yourself  of  all  the  cardinal  virtues  under 
the  sun.  Lord  Ashley  called  himself  the  friend  of  the  la¬ 
bourer;  but  when  his  own  pocket  was  touched  by  the  re¬ 
moval  oi  commercial  restrictions  calculated  to  benefit  the 
labourer,  he  was  among  the  first  to  cry  out  that  the  mo¬ 
narchy  was  ruined  and  the  state  on  the  point  of  dissolution. 

After  a  few  words  from  Mr  WODEHOUSE  in  support, 
and  from  Mr  P.  HOWARD  in  oppo»ition,  to  the  measure, 
Mr  MUNTZ  expressed  his  opinion  that  Lord  Ashley 
had  not  been  fairly  dealt  with  in  this  debate.  The  ar¬ 
gument  of  non-intcrferencc  with  labour  was  sound  upon 
the  whole;  but  there  was  an  exception  to  it  in  the  case  of 
factories  worked  by  steam.  It  was  not  just  that  a  man 
should  make  his  never-tiring  steam  engine  workasloiigas  he 
pleased,  that  he  should  then  cornple  his  workiueii,wouien,  as 
well  as  children,  to  work  us  long  as  his  steam-engine,  and  that 
he  should  then  decline  to  give  them  work  if  they  refused 
such  protracted  labour. 

Mr  J.  O’CONNELL  declared  his  intention  to  support 
the  bill. 

Mr  BRIGHT  complimented  Lord  .Ashley  on  the  im¬ 
proved  tone  of  his  speech  on  this  occasion,  aud  thought 
that  he  had  acted  wisely  in  nut  again  dragging  iiis  cripples 
oil  to  the  floor  of  the  house.  When  Mr  Gardner,  of  Man¬ 
chester,  and  his  manager,  who  was  an  eniliusiastic  in  this 
cause,  reduced  his  hours  of  work  to  eleven,  he  increased 
the  speed  of  his  steam  -engine,  arid  other  machinery,  and 
made  up  for  lost  time  by  taking  some  minutes  fium  the 
breakfast-time  of  his  people.  .Mr  Gardner  had  likewise 
promised  them  that  if  his  experiment  succeeded  he  would 
reduce  the  time  this  winter  to  ten  hours ;  but  he  had  not 
made  that  reduction,  and  his  manager  had  recommended

him  not  to  make  it.  He  should  most  certainly  oppose  this 
bill,  but  it  would  be  with  reluctance,  because  he  knew  that 
many  of  the  aperatives— but  lie  believed  not  a  majority  of 
them — were  in  its  favour.

Mr  FIELDEN  expressed  his  great  surprise  at  Mr 
Bright’s  oppusiiion  to  the  present  measure,  as  he  recollected 
the  time  wlieti  that  gentleman  had  himself  petitioned  for  a 
ten  hours  bill;  but  he  supposed  that  he  hud  repented  of  his 
humanity,  owing  to  his  having  been  recently  mixed  up 
with  other  associations.  He  knew  no  reason  why  this  bill 
should  not  be  passed  during  the  present  session.  It  was 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  factory  slave,  whose 
claims  to  consideration  he  urged  at  considerable  length  with 
great  natural  eloquence. 

Mr  WAKLEY  hoped  that  the  speech  of  Mr  Fielden 
would  cause  Mr  Roebuck  to  recant  the  doctrines  which  he 
had  ventured  to  uphold  that  evening.  Mr  Roebuck  had 
gained  his  knowledge  in  the  study,  Mr  Fielden  had  gained 
it  in  the  factory  itself.  Which  was  the  inure  valuable  source 
of  information  ?  After  paying  a  high  compliment  to  Mr 
Fielden  for  bis  liberality  and  kindness  to  the  thousands  of 
workmen  whom  he  employed,  and  by  whom  be  was  uni¬ 
versally  beloved,  he  proceeded  to  ask  whether  young  in¬ 
fants  were  to  be  mercilessly  sacrificed  to  a  principle  of 
political  economy  ?  He  thought  that  nobody  would  answer 
that  question  in  the  affirmative  who  was  not  prepared  to 
run  through  granite  to  a  principle.  He  was  nut  a  little 
startled  at  hearing  Sir  J.  Graham  declare  that  his  opinion 
on  this  subject  was  unalterable.  Was  not  that  a  rash  decia-  ' 
ration  after  what  they  had  heard  from  Sir  J.  Graham  on  a 
former  occasion,  and  after  the  statement  whicti  one  of  his 
colleagues  had  made  only  a  few  days  ago  ?  As  a  medical 
man,  he  asserted  that  excessive  labour  prevented  the  deve- 
lojiement  of  full  strength  in  young  children. 

Mr  NEWDEGATE  deeply  lamented  the  course  which 
government  intended  to  pursue  on  this  question,  and  hoped 
tiiat  they  would  be  warned  from  it  by  the  experience  of 
Mr  Fielden,  and  the  medical  knowledge  of  Mr  Wakley. 

After  a  few  words  from  Mr  S.  CRAWFORD,  declara- 
ratory  of  bis  intention  to  support  the  bill,  and  of  the  gra¬ 
titude  felt  by  the  operatives  towards  the  noble  author  of  it.

— The  Archbishop  of  Canter¬ 
bury  has  nominated  the  Rev.  Charles  Brown  Dalton, 
M.A.,  one  of  the  Bishop  of  London’s  chaplains,  to  thu 
rectory  of  St  Mary’s,  Lambeth,  vacant  by  the  death  of  the 
Rev.  Dr  D’Oyly.  Mr  Dalton  was  formerly  fellow  of 
Wadham  College,  Oxford,  and  has  up  to  the  present  time 
been  reader  of  Lincoln’s  inn.  The  rev.  gentleman  was 
some  weeks  since  married  to  the  eldest  daughter  of  the 
Bishop  of  London. 

The  Dean  of  Christ  Church  and  the  Rev.  T. 
E.  Morris.— The  Senior  Censor  of  Christ  Church  (the 
Rev.  W.  Jelf),  has  corrected  the  statement  which  ap¬ 
peared  in  a  daily  paper  a  few  days  ago,  relative  to  the 
Dean  having  deprived  Mr  Morris  of  liis  tutorship.  It 
appears  that  it  is  perfectly  true  that  Mr  Munis  has 
ceased  to  be  a  tutor  of  Christ  Church,  but  it  was  nut  true 
that  he  was  dismissed,  or  that  the  Dean  called  upon  him 
to  sign  the  Thirty-nine  Articles.  The  Dean,  in  an  inter¬ 
view  which  Mr  Morris  had  with  him,  expressed  a  doubt 
whether  Mr  Morris  could  continue  to  take  part  in  the 
education  of  the  college,  consistently  with  the  opinion  he 
held  on  certain  points  of  Roman  theology  ;  on  which  Mr 
Morris,  feeling  under  the  circumstances  it  was  advisable 
for  him  to  retire  from  the  tuition,  tendered  his  resigna¬ 
tion  to  the  Dean,  which  was  accepted.  It  also  appears 
that  Mr  Morris  has  expressly  disavowed  any  intention  of 
resigning  his  studentship  or  his  rooms  in  college.  Mr 
Morris  held  the  ofllce  of  Rhetoric  Reader  in  Christ 
Church,  and  is  brother  to  the  Rev.  John  Brande  Morris, 
Fellow  of  Exeter  College,  and  Under-Professor  of  He¬ 
brew,  who  war  received  into  the  Roman  Catholic  church 
at  tJi  Chad's,  Birniinghain,  on  Friday  se’nnight.

POSTSCRIPT. 

LONDON,  Saturday,  Jan.  31,  1846. 

Her  Majesty  and  the  Court  leave  town  to«day 
for  Claremont. 

Mr  Cobden  ha*  addressed  a  most  striking  letter 
to  the  farming  tenantry  of  the  United  Kingdom, 
urging,  with  the  strongest  arguments,  the  ne¬ 
cessity  for  the  immediate  repeal  of  the  Corn-laws. 
He  show*  in  the  dearest  manner  the  injury  which 
must  accrue  to  the  farmer  by  the  gradual  with¬ 
drawal  of  protection,  and  demonstrates  beyond 
the  possibility  of  doubt,  that  “The  present  is,  be¬ 
yond  all  comparison,  the  roost  favourable  moment 
ever  known  for  abolishing  the  Corn-laws.’* 
Mr  Cobden  further  states  it  as  his  decided  opinion, 
that  Sir  Robert  Peel  is  not  favourable  to  gradual 
repeal ;  “  he  supported  it,”  he  observes,  “  by  no 
other  argument  in  his  speech  than  the  fear  of  panic 
amongst  the  farmers,  but  he  has  told  us  again  and 
again,  in  proposin;^  his  former  alterations  in  the 
Tariff,  that  he  believes  all  such  changes  are  less 
injurious,  if  suddenly  made,  than  when  spread  over 
a  period  of  years.  1  have  the  strongest  conviction, 
derived  from  his  own  past  changes  in  the  Tariff, 
that  he  is  right.’* 

I. Old  John  Manners  has  adJressc  i  a  letter 
to  the  electors  of  the  borough  of  Newark, 
in  which  he  states  that  he  regards  Sir  Robert 
Peel’s  proposed  measure  “  with  feelings  of 
the  deepest  regret  and  alarm,’*  chiefly  on  the 
ground  of  the  Minister’s  sudden  conversion  to 
Free-trade  principles  generating  a  want  of  confi¬ 
dence  in  public  men.  His  lordship,  however, 
states  that  he  is  “  not  prepared  to  recommend 
to  others  a  determined  maintenance  of  the  ('orn- 
laws,  nor  promise  such  a  lino  of  conduct  for  him¬ 
self,”  and  undertakes  to  resign  his  scat  rather 
than  give  any  plelge  to  maintain  the  present  pro¬ 
tection  to  agriculture. 

The  hon.  Mr  Dawnay,  member  for  Rutland¬ 
shire,  has  determined  to  resign  his  scat,  as  “  from 
an  unwillingness”  says  the  *  Post,*  “  to  oppose  Sir 
Robert  Peel,  while  he  feels  so  far  pledged  to  his 
constituents  that  be  could  not  in  honour  vote  with 
the  minister.” 

The  latest  accounts  from  Ireland  represent  the 
returns  of  crime  of  an  agrarian  character  from 
Limerick,  Leitrim,  'fipperary,  and  Roscommon,  as 
unusually  large.  Domiciliary  visits  by  armed  bands 
of  Rockites,  threatening  men  to  give  up  farms,  had 
been  of  fre(|uent  occurrence  during  the  early  part 
of  the  week. 

Letters  from  Italy,  of  the  22nd  inst.,  announce 
the  death  of  the  Duke  of  Modena  on  the  day  pre¬ 
viously,  in  the  (i7th  year  of  his  age. 

Wc  learn  from  Ihrne,  under  date  the  2jth  inst., 
that  .Muller,  accused  of  the  murder  of  M.  Leu,  on 
20lh  of  last  July,  had  been  tried  by  the  Criminal 
Court  of  Lucerne,  and  found  guilty.  Sentence  of 
eiecution  was  past,  but  .Muller  had  appealed 
against  the  decision  of  the  court. 

Accounts  from  Berlin  state  that  an  important 
reform  is  expected  in  the  C>istom-house  Union.

IRELAND. 

The  SrEciAL  Commissioh  ih  Westmeath. — The 
proceedings  at  the  Special  Commission  at  Mullingar  teri- 
minated  its  labours  on  Saturday.  It  is  to  be  expected 
that  the  examples  which  have  been  made  of  several  of  the 
’  offenders  will  have  the  effect  of  restoring  the  country  to 
tranquillity.  Nothing  could  be  better  than  the  mild  and 
temperate  manner  in  which  the  Attorney-General 
(Greene)  discharged  his  responsible  and  important 
duties.  Michael  Martin,  Michael  Kiernan,  and  Chris¬ 
topher  Martin,  having  been  found  guilty  of  an  attack  upon 
the  police  at  Ballintrce,  were  sentenced  to  be  transported, 
the  first-named  for  life,  the  other  two  for  fifteen  years 
each.  Bryan,  William,  and  Michael  Duffy  were  then 
sentenced  to  transportation  for  life  for  assaulting  Hugh 
Irwin.  F.dward  Keena,  for  serving  a  threatening  notice 
upon  Mr  Digby,  was  sentenced  to  be  transported  for  seven 
years.  Bryan  Seery,  for  attempting  to  murder  Sir  Fran¬ 
cis  Hopkins,  was  found  *  Guilty,*  and  was  sentenced  to  be 
executed. 

State  of  the  Country. — The  accounts  received  by 
the  provincial  papers  are  far  from  being  satisfactory.  On 
Monday  last  Captain  St  George,  of  Altamont,  in  the 
county  of  Carlow,  was  fired  at,  and  his  hat  perforated 
'  close  to  the  skull  by  a  musket-bullet :  his  escape  was  al¬ 
most  miraculous.  On  the  day  following  the  police  ar¬ 
rested  a  man  named  Doyle,  who  has  been  fully  committed 
to  gaol  to  abide  his  trial  at  the  ensuing  assizes.  Captain 
St  George,  who  has  lost  an  arm  in  the  service  of  his 
country,  was  believed  to  have  been  highly  popular.  A 
Galway  paper  states  that  a  man  named  Michael  Red, 
when  on  his  return  from  the  market  of  Headford,  on 
Thursday  night,  accompanied  by  his  wife,  were  both 
waylaid,  and  so  severely  beaten  that  Red  died  of  his 
wounds  the  next  morning,  and  his  wife  remains  in  a  most 
precarious  state.  The  dreadful  occurrence  at  a  place 
called  Glenbower,  in  the  South  Riding  of  Tipperary,  has 
ended  in  the  death  of  the  wounded  man,  Patrick  Murphy. 
A  coroner’s  jury  have  returned  a  verdict  of  “  Wilful  mur¬ 
der  against  some  unknown  assassins.” — A  meeting  of  the 
Priyy  Council  was  held  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  when,  in 
compliance  with  the  resolutions  adopted  by  the  magistrates 
of  Limerick,  a  proclamation  was  issued,  declaring  four  of 
the  baronies  in  that  county  to  be  in  a  state  of  disturbance, 
and  requiring  an  additional  establishment  of  police. 

The  Law  Changes.— Rumour  assigns  the  confidential 
law  adviser  to  the  Castle,  vacated  by  Mr  Brewster’s  ac¬ 
ceptance  of  the  office  of  Solicitor-General,  to  Mr  Richard 
Corballis,  Q.C. 

The  Potato  Disease. — The  reports  from  the  county 
of  Sligo  in  the  west,  and  from  Waterford  in  the  south, 
are  extremely  unfavourable.  In  the  former  the  scarcity 
has,  it  seems,  actually  set  in,  and  “  the  people  are  begin¬ 
ning  to  be  compelled,  by  dire  necessity,  to  eat  the  dis¬ 
eased  potatoes almost  as  a  consequence,  many  have 
been  seized  with  sickness  from  thus  partaking  of  the 
unwholesome  food.  Several  cases  of  illness  arising  from 
tile  same  causes  have  taken  place  in  the  county  of  Kil¬ 
dare.  In  Dungarvan  ’’destitution  and  starvation,” 
according  to  a  local  paper,  have  made  their  appearance 
among  the  industrious  inhabitants.  The  pourhouse  is 
nearly  crowded,  owing  to  the  deficiency  of  food  induced 
by  the  prevalence  of  the  potato  rot.  A  public  meeting 
has  been  held  in  the  town,  and  some  subscriptions  col¬ 
lected,  but  the  amount  is  wholly  indequute  to  meet  the 
urgency.

We  know  not  if  age  will  constitute  an  exclusrm  from 
the  benefits  of  this  institution  ;  but  if  nut,  a  short  course 
of  study  within  its  walls  may  be  recommended  for  the 
Dukes  of  Norfolk  and  Richmond,  and  not  a  few  other 
greit  landowners,  who  are  sadly  afflicted  with  blindness, 
and  who,  everybody  will  aliiiil,  ought  as  soon  as  possible 
to  go  to  schotd  again.—*  Funrh.’ 

Koval  Giouraphicai.  Society. — .At  the  meeting 
held  on  .Monday  last.  Lord  Colehester,  the  president,  in  the 
chair,  a  paper  was  read  by  Captain  Grover,  F.R.S.,  being 
a  geographical  description  of  a  small  island  (Arguin)  on 
the  coast  of  Africa,  near  Cape  Blanco.

The  rapiain  re- 
luriantly  undertook  this,  as  he  told  the  lady  hr  was  quite 
stira  hit  lordsliip’i  reply  would  be,  eiibcr  that  the  mco 


were  dead,  or  that,  owing  to  the  period  that  had  elapaed 
since  the  receipt  of  the  intelligence,  exertion  now  waa 
useless.  The  first  of  these  predictions  was  verified:  a 
report  was  received  within  two  days  by  this  lady,  contain* 
ing  an  official  account  of  the  death  of  the  whole  party. 
It  was  then  determined,  as  the  island  could  be  reached 
in  ten  days,  to  arm  a  small  steamer  and  despatch  her  on 
private  account.  This  being  communicated  to  Lord  Aber. 
deen,  he  wrote  to  say  that  government  would  uke  active 
measures,  and  the  project  was,  of  course,  abandoned.  All 
this  time  the  officially  dead  men  were  alive,  exposed  to 
the  most  dreadful  suffering,  with  the  prospect  of  a  linger¬ 
ing  death  from  their  wounds,  or  perpetual  slavery.  For¬ 
tunately,  however,  a  benevolent  gentleman,  Captain  Ise- 
monger,  happened  to  be  an  the  coast,  and  by  his  exer¬ 
tions,  and  at  his  expense,  the  liberation  of  these  men  was 
effected,  and  the  first  intelligence  the  relatives  received  of 
their  safety  was  an  announcement  in  the  public  news¬ 
papers  of  their  safe  arrival  at  Plymouth.  Two  of  tha 
wounded  men  were  present,  and  some  medical  gentlemen 
who  examined  them  were  astonished  they  could  have  re¬ 
covered.  A  strong  hope  was  expressed  by  many  of  the 
members  that  government  would  reward  in  a  suitable 
manner  the  patriotic  Captain  Isemonger,  as  a  stimulus  to 
others  to  follow  his  example.  It  was  stated  that  the  mother 
of  one  of  the  disabled  men  had  seen  Lord  Canning,  who 
told  her  that  nothing  could  be  done  for  him — that  he  had 
no  claim  upon  the  government.  Lord  Canning  had  gene¬ 
rously  presented  Wm.  Honey  with  25/.  Sir  Charles  Lemon 
commenced  a  subscription  for  the  two  wounded  men  pre¬ 
sent,  and  a  considerable  sum  was  immediately  collected.

COURT  OF  COMMON  PLEAS. 

New  Trial.  —  Cooke  v.  Wethehall,  Clerk. —  A 
detailed  account  of  the  case,  and  of  the  evidence  given 
upon  the  trial  before  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  Tiiidal, 
which  took  place  at  the  last  summer  assizes  held  at  Croy¬ 
don,  on  the  15th  of  August,  having  api>eared  in  our 
columns,  it  will  be  only  needful  here  to  refer  very  briefly 
to  the  leading  features  of  this  most  painful  case.  The 
action  was  brought  by  John  Myude  Cooke,  by  profession 
an  attorney,  descended  from  a  respectable  family  residing 
near  Ross,  in  the  county  of  Hereford,  for  au  assault  and 
criminal  conversation  committed,  and  had,  with  .Mary 
Eliza,  the  wife'  of  the  plaintiff,  and  daughter  of  the  de¬ 
fendant,  a  clergyman  of  the  Established  Church,  and 
rector  of  the  valuable  ecclesiastical  preferment  of  Kvficldi 
in  the  county  of  Northampton.  The  defendant  called  no 
witnesses  upon  the  trial ;  and  the  jury,  after  a  short  deli¬ 
beration,  found  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff,  with  the  very 
exemplary  tlamages  of  3,(KX)4  The  marriage  was  solem¬ 
nised  between  the  parties  at  St  George’s,  Hauovcr  sijuare, 
ou  the  25th  September,  1842,  after  an  acquaintance  of  six 
weeks,  and  was  what  is  termed  a  runaway  match :  both 
the  parties  were  near  the  same  age,  betweeu  22  and  23. 
After  a  very  short  cohabitation  of  about  one  mouth,  they 
separated ;  the  lady  retiring  to  lodgings  in  Welbeck  street, 
and  soon  afterwards  to  the  care  oL  her  father,  the  defen¬ 
dant,  now  a  prisoner  in  the  Queen’s  prison  ;  but  who  at 
that  time  resided  partly  in  Eaton  place,  and  occasionally 
at  Byfieid.  where  an  establishment  was  kept  up.  Mrs 
Cooke,  on  attaining  her  majority  in  1839,  became  entitled, 
under  a  decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  to  a  fortune  of 
2H.0H0/.,  the  greater  portion  of  w  liich  found  its  way  into 
the  possession  of  the  defendant,  and  was  expended  before 
marriage.  The  times  and  places  where  the  alleged  crim¬ 
inal  and  incestuous  intercourse  took  place  were  from 
January  to  August,  1842,  at  Eaton  placo.  Byfield,  and 
particularly  at  the  Beaufort  Arms,  Cheptow,  during  a 
tour  in  July  and  August  of  that  year.  The  particulars 
of  the  evidence  of  Eleanor  Williams,  the  chambermaid 
at  the  Beaufort  Arms;  James  and  .Mary  Russell, servants 
in  Eaton  place ;  the  washerwoman  who  had  the  care  of 
the  dofeudaiit’s  linen,  and  his  daughter’s,  and  others,  if 
lielieved,  left  no  doubt  of  the  too  oft  repeated  crime. 
The  defendant,  however,  in  the  early  part  of  last  Michtwl- 
mas  term,  obtained  the  present  rule  upon  affidavits, 
alleging  surprise  in  evidence  given  by  certain  witnesses 
on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff. — Mr  Herjeint  Shee,  with  Mr 
E.  James,  appeared  for  the  plaintiff ;  Sir  Thomas  Wilde, 

[  with  whom  were  Mr  Serjeant  Channel!  and  Mr  Luxli, 

I  represented  the  defendant. — Mr  Serjeant  Shee,  in  show¬ 
ing  cause,  commenced  by  saying  that  he  hardly  knew  the 
grounds  upon  which  the  present  rule  had  l>een  obtained. 
The  actiou  was  for  a  criminal  conversation  with  the 
plaintiff’s  wife,  to  support  which  a  great  number  of  wit¬ 
nesses  had  been  called,  and  who,  if  credittni,  proved  the 
offence  beyond  the  shadow  of  a  doubt.  Against  them  no 
impeachment  of  improper  motives  had  been  proved  in 
anyway.  Upon  looking  through  the  affidavits  now  filed 
by  the  defendant,  it  was  still  difficult  to  ascertain  what 
the  real  ground  for  the  motion  was.  The  course  pursued 
upon  the  trial,  in  railing  no  witnesses,  and  leaving  the 
question  at  issue  to  he  decided,  and  to  rest  entirely  upon 
tne  credit  and  reliance  which  the  jury  would  place  uikmi 
the  testimony  of  the  plaintiff’s  witnesses,  threw  an  addi¬ 
tional  difficiiltr  in  dealing  with  the  case,  certain  was  it 
that  no  ground  of  surprise  could  l»e  shown  or  elicited 
from  an  attentive  perusal  and  consideration  of  the  affi¬ 
davits.  The  only  ground  of  surprise  that  could  be 
gleaned  was  how  tne  affidavit  of  the  defendant’s  attorney 
(.Mr  Shick),  who  had  been  introduced  to  the  cause  on  the 
Wnd  of  July,  but  a  few  days  only  before  the  trial  UxA
